II believe an old analog VOM does a pretty good job too. 

Use the high R scale and watch it charge. I just tested 4 caps, 2 4700 and 
2 33 mid 

and with the right polarity they all charged to infinity (on the meter) :-) 
With reverse polarity they all hung at about 300k. 

One caution of course is that a lot of old analog meters (for some strange 
reason) 

are plus on the black lead and negative on the red lead in the Ohms mode.

I've always wanted to try building by surface mounting full-size components. 
My reasoning:? You wouldn't have to drill holes, you wouldn't have to 
isolate the bottom of the board with stand-offs, troubleshooting and 


component removal would be much simpler, and since the leads need to be very 
short, many of the components could be cut off of old boards - components 
that usually get discarded because desoldering is too time consuming. 


Tonight I was building a keyer for a project I'm putting together and since 
it's a simple circuit, thought this would be a good time to try it out. I 
checked all the components I needed, deciding what spacing would be required 
between pads, and what procedures I would use to mount them. My biggest fear 
was that I would have problems soldering the 8-pin IC socket, but the leads 
were plenty long enough to bend sideways and solder. Then I designed the 
pattern, etched the board, and built the circuit without a hitch. Has 
anybody else tried this? 


The only negatives I see is it takes up slightly more room since you have to 
Space the components farther apart in order to get the soldering iron 
between them, you need to use quality board and proper soldering techniques 
so that you don't lift the traces, and it requires a little more ability 
than soldering thru-holes. Otherwise, it appears to me to be a good way to 
build. 


But, I'm still not giving up building ugly most of the time.

Coincidentally, I had just been reviewing the May 1995 QEX article on PIN 
diode T/R switching when this thread popped up. I started to comment on 
it, but the author himself (Wes Hayward) beat me to it. What the heck, 
I'll throw in a few random thoughts anyway. 


The article starts with a generalized discussion of electronic T/R 
switching, including the kind we see most often in our little QRP rigs. 
That's where you have a series resonant circuit between the antenna and 
the receiver input, with diodes to ground at the center point. I gather 
that 5 watts or so is about the limit with this scheme. I guess its other 
major limitation is that it's suitable for single banded designs only. 


The PIN diode switching circuit in the article is designed for the 100 watt 


range and was tested at 7 MHz, although the author thought it would work on 
80 and even 160 meters too, if the chokes in the bias supplies were made 
large enough. It's not really complicated, but it does have a pretty high 
parts count for a T/R switch. But I guess if I compared it to an outboard 
T/R switch I built for my boatanchors, it probably wouldn't be much more 
difficult to build. (My T/R switch had rf sensing, a relay, a 555 for 
delay and a power supply for the whole mess.) The big advantage of the PIN 
diode circuit would be full QSK, the holy grail of CW nuts in my youth when 
all rigs had separate TX and RX. Plus no relays clicking. Actually, the 
diodes in the article aren't PIN diodes designed for RF; they're HV 
rectifier diodes. I guess this was one of the main points of the article. 


My latest (1998) ARRL Handbook doesn't have any PIN diode T/R switching 
schemes. But it's kind of interesting to do a little research on the web. 
I found some pdf files by MACOM and Microsemi on the subject. Everything 
I'd simplistically assumed about PIN diodes was bass-ackwards, of course. 
Thinking that diodes for RF need to be fast, that is. The reverse is true 
for this application, these diodes are designed to be slow. Meaning that 
when the waveform goes from the forward to the reverse direction, they 
don't turn off right away. So they can conduct in both directions and 
actually look like a resistor at RF. (It takes some DC forward bias to 
make this happen.) Hence the comment about them being good for microwave 
frequencies. The effect works best with higher frequencies, and the PIN 
diodes act like plain old rectifiers at low frequencies. But you can get 
them that will work all the way down to low RF. And hams have found that 
even less expensive rectifier diodes will work too. Somewhere, I saw 
another article on testing of 1N4007's for this purpose, but I can't 
remember if it was in a publication or an internet thread. 


Another surprising (to me) thing--I figured the DC bias current would need 
to be comparable to the RF peak current to keep the diode from being turned 
off in the reverse direction. This isn't the case. Mr. Hayward's design 
uses about 150 ma of DC in a circuit that is carrying peak RF current of 
1.4 amps. It's that free carrier thing. 


To turn the PIN switch OFF, the moderate forward current is replaced by a 
high reverse voltage blocking the diodes, just like would be done in a more 
conventional circuit. 


Why don't more people read QEX? I've got several years of back issues, but 
don't currently subscribe. QEX is "out there". A lot of gigahertz stuff 
and designs with plumbing instead of wires. And rigorous mathematical 
treatments of circuits, lines and antennas. A lot of it is over my head, 
and I'm sorta technical. That's an observation, not a complaint. QEX is 
supposed to be on the leading edge. But after QST and two or three QRP 
publications (and Banjo Newsletter), my magazine budget is stressed. I did 
notice that the ARRL offers a CD collection of back issues. All QEX from 
1981 to 1998 for about $40. That seems like a good deal.

This post has to do with my new set of paddles, what they are and who 
answered my CQ to break them in. I realize that this doesn't have any thing 
to do with all the things that people are arguing about but I'm going to 
post it anyway! 


So here I was, sitting in the chair, relaxing after playing some golf today. 
Here came the FedX driver and gave me this BIG box. It was from Marshall at 
Morse Express up in the snows of CO. 


I calmly thanked the driver who acted like he really didn't want to be 
hugged! Then I went into the RV and headed for the table. I really didn't 


knock Carol down, she was about to fall anyway I think. 


I opened the outer box and fished the inner box out of the packing peanuts.

I have had much success making PCB artwork on copper by using a pen plotter! 
The plotter I use is an HP 7475A 
Any plotter should do! 


The main modification is the use of a different pen. 


The pens that come with the plotter will not draw on copper but a simple 
modification and your in business. 


The best results come from using a overhead pernament marker (black). 
Due to their size, they have to be cut down to the size of a plotter pen. 


In order to use this new pen on the plotter, an old plotter pen must be 
sacrificed so that the new pen fits in the barrel. 


This will ensure the pen will be grabbed by the plotter. 
I use a fine overhead marker so I can do fine lines etc. 
The results are amazing and professional. 


Simply clean the board, tape the board to an A4 size sheet (8X11) and let 
the plotter draw on the copper. Once that is done, drop it into your 
etchant tank and that's it! 


No developing or extra chemicals except for the etchant. 


Pen plotters are real cheap to buy now a days. $10-$25. 
Well worth the investment if you make your won boards. 
Total time after the artwork is done onthe computer is 30mins. 


E-mail me if you need further details! 
It dosen't get much easier than this unless your using a CNC machine. Next 
project!

Lest someone have false expectations, that situation has changed. Gerhard 
Schurr did indeed adjust every paddle personally before shipping it, using a 
machine that he has actually patented, believe it or not. BUT we had an 
unacceptably high rate of fingerpiece breakage during shipment here in the US. 
There is simply no way to pack a Profi that is UPS-proof. Our standard was to 
pack so that the paddle would withstand being dropped onto concrete from 6' up, 
on any side or corner of the box. Still 10% were arriving with a broken 
fingerpiece. So Gerhard still does the adjustment as a final test, but now he 
backs the contacts way off to provide for a little more "give." It seems to 
have done the trick (11 Profis shipped last week and so far no reports of 
damage), but he is seriously thinking about removing the fingerpieces and 
packing them separately.

These sound like the older dipped ceramic caps, for which the direct 
value in pF is shown followed by the tolerance code. J=5% 
Thus, 183 = 18pF 5% 

68J = 68pF 5% 

110) = 110pF 5% 


However, it is important to remember that most capacitors manufactured 
in the past 15+ years all use the "EIE Standard Markings" as follows: 


109 = 1pF 
100 = 1OpF 
101 = 100pF 
102 = 1000pF = 1InF = .001uF 
103 = = 10nF = .01uF 
104 = = 100nF = . 1UuF 
105 = = 1.0uF 


A few more examples for the advanced student :-) 


569 = 5.6pF 
390 = 39pF 
221 = 220pF 
152 = 1500pF = .0015uF 
A74 = A7UF 


Usually, electrolytics above 1uF are marked directly. And since this 
has been discussed on qrp-l lately, MOST electrolytics are now marked 
to show the NEGATIVE (-) side. Any black bar, tick or stripe along one 
side of an electrolytic indicates the negative side. The biggest 
exception I can think of are the tantalum electrolytics, which the 
positive (+) lead is usually the one marked, often by a line of "+++." 
This may be the appropriate time for an important reminder. If you 
accidentally install an electrolytic backwards (oil or foil type), you 
likely aren't going to blow it up, at least immediately. It will just 
work fairly sick in the circuit. However, hooking up a tantalum 


backwards, where the reverse polarity voltage is exceeded (often 6-8v), 
they can sometimes blowup violently with a "bang" immediately. 


Complete listings and illustrations for identifying most electronic 
components, new and old, are in the "Data Book for Homebrewer's and 
QRPer's," available from Kanga U.S., HB Electronics or myself. (Even 
those WWII postage-stamp caps, which I have a few and refuse to toss 
out, just for the nostalgic factor -hi).

Gang, 
I would like some advise and insight on correctly 
sizing (voltage-wise) the caps in a elliptic lowpass 
filter. This is the one that looks like a PI filter 
but has extra caps across the inductors. 


I want to be able to run up to 10 watts output into 
50 ohm loads up to maybe 3:1 SWR without problems. 

So the question is; what should the voltage rating 

of the caps be? 


I know that 10w into 50 ohms will cause about 22vrms 
to appear across the load. This is 63 volts peak to 
peak. Ok, so far so good. But what happens when 

a 50 or 150 ohm load is presented? 


Will the higher load impedance be visible to the output 
transistor? If so, less output power is generated due 
to greater load resistance. The decrease in output power 
will be inversely proportional to the increase in load 
resistance. So, will the volage at the load decrease? 


This all seems rather counter intuitve. And I haven't 
even considered what happens at the input to the filter 
or at intermediate nodes.
